Ex-employee accused 
of armed threats 

Police allege man went to old workplace with a rifle

An ex-Midland Transport 
employee allegedly 
stormed back to his old 
workplace, armed with a 
rifle, to confront a former 
coworker early yesterday 
morning. 

Police allege James 
Stoddard, 51, showed up 
at the Burnside Industrial 
Park business shortly af¬ 
ter midnight. A current 
employee outside man¬ 
aged to wrestle the gun 
away from him. 

“The employee took the 
rifle from the man and 
tried to convince him to 
go home, but he refused,” 
Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Jeff 


Carr said. 

Stoddard then allegedly 
entered the building and 
threatened an employee 
with a broken bottle he 
pulled out of his jacket. 

“It was a verbal con¬ 
frontation more than 
physical,” Carr said. 

A supervisor was called. 
He, along with other staff, 
confronted the intruder 
and convinced him to 
leave. Police were called 
in and, after a brief hunt, 
arrested Stoddard in a car 
parked on Main Street in 
Dartmouth. The Head of 


Jeddore man was arrested 
without incident. 

Sources said he worked 
at the company until 
2006 and that there were 
15 employees on site at 
the time of the incident. 

Stoddard appeared in 
court yesterday wearing a 
green Midland jacket. 

He faces seven charges 
including assault with a 
weapon, uttering threats, 
impaired driving and fail¬ 
ing a breathalyzer test. 

He was released on 
$3,000 bail until his next 
court appearance April 


22. In the meantime, he 
was ordered to abstain 
from drugs and alcohol, 
have no firearms or pro¬ 
hibited devices and to 
keep the peace. He also 
has a curfew from 11 p.m. 
to 6 a.m., seven days a 
week. 

Staff at Midlands were 
not speaking yesterday. 
Media inquiries were 
passed along to the vice- 
president of communica¬ 
tions, Mary Keith, but she 
was unavailable as of 
press time. 

No one was hurt in the 
confrontation. Stoddard 
was also ordered to stay 
away from three people.

Think you've 
escaped the 13 th? 

superstition Haligonians 
battered by bad luck are 
bracing themselves for a 
triple shot of Friday the 
13th. 

The first passed last 
week, and there’s one in 
March and November. 

Philip Hiscoclc, associate 
professor in the folklore de¬ 
partment at Memorial Uni¬ 
versity in Newfoundland, 
says we can relax. “People 
make it out to be an ancient 
superstition, but Friday the 
13th is not an old belief at 
all. It seems to have come 
about in the first 15 years of 
the 20th centuiy.” 

In the pre-war era, inter¬ 
est in rationalism was high 
and, as a point of irony, Fri¬ 
day the 13th clubs were 
formed to make fun of the 
superstitious. 

The belief was formed by 
combining the traditionally 
unlucky day of Friday with 
the traditionally unlucky 
number 13. Friday owes its 
bad reputation to its associ¬ 
ation with the crucifixion of 
Jesus, and 13 is sometimes 
traced to the number of 
people at the Last Supper. 

“The idea of luck gives us 
a sense that we’re more in 
control of a world that is 
largely out of control,” His- 
coclc explains. “By bottling 
up our sense of bad luck, 
we can feel more comfort¬ 
able.” 

He notes the triple threat 
is just math. Februaiy’s 28- 
day calendar is always 
repeated in March, and that 
pattern comes up again sev¬ 
en months later. 

DeNel Rehberg Sedo of 
MSVU suggests the supersti¬ 
tious among us might want 
to take a vacation south. 

“Friday the 13th is specif¬ 
ic to European and North 
American cultures. South 
America actually calls Tues¬ 
day the 13th a day to be sus¬ 
picious of,” she notes.

Students get help from NSP

Nova Scotia Power is giv¬ 
ing $1.5 million to the No¬ 
va Scotia Community Col¬ 
lege to help experiment 
with green construction. 

The investment, doled 
out in equal parts over five 
years, will go towards the 
NSCC’s new Centre for the 
Built Environment current¬ 
ly under construction at 
the Dartmouth waterfront 
campus. 

“It’s important for our 
company because we’re in¬ 
vesting in the future of No¬ 
va Scotia from an energy 
perspective,” said Nova 
Scotia Power CEO Rob Ben¬ 
nett. 

The centre is set to open 
in 2010 and will deal with 
the “built environment,” 
such as homes, roads and 
cities. It will open up spots 
for about 800 students to 
work towards developing 
an environmentally con¬ 


scious construction sector. 

“(The centre) is a living 
laboratory to look at ways 
we can relate to the built 
environment. It will 


have living walls on it 
with green roofs, green 
walls, wind, solar,” said 
NSCC president Joan 
McArthur-Blair. 


“They’ve given us a 
launching pad to test all of 
the innovative ideas that 
we want to do in this build¬ 
ing.”

For example, the funding 
will go towards building 
three urban windmills on 
the building that will be 
tested over a period of 
years. The building itself 
costs $29 million to build 
and uses geo-thermal pow¬ 
er for 100 per cent of its 
cooling and 50 per cent of 
its heating. 

The money comes from 
Nova Scotia Power coffers 
and will not affect power 
rates. Dana Atwell, director 
of environmental policies 
and programs at NSP, will 
also spend several days a 
week working with staff 
and students to help design 
programs.

Two terminally ill children 
from Poland will shake 
hands with Mickey Mouse 
next week thanks to a Hali¬ 
fax-based non-profit organi¬ 
zation. 

Ten-year-old Agata has 
muscular atrophy and 
weighs less than 20 pounds. 

Eight-year-old Lucja has 
cancer. Along with their 
mothers they will join Coali¬ 
tion for Kids president Kami¬ 
la Rybicka at the Walt Dis¬ 
ney World Resort Feb. 20. 

Coalition for Kids Interna¬ 
tional and Poland based 
Fundacja Dziecieca Fantazja 
— Children’s Fantasies Ful¬ 
filled, teamed up to give the 
girls a six-day Florida vaca¬ 
tion. 

Rybicka, founder of both 
organizations, planned the 
trip over the last three 
months. 

The first trip happened in 
2004. Rybicka received a let¬ 
ter at her company asking 
for help sending two chil¬ 
dren to Manchester, Eng¬ 
land to see a football game. 
The children watched the 
game and ate dinner with 
the team’s goalkeeper. 

“After dinner (one of the 
children) called eveiybody 


into her room and said she’d 
had the best time of her 
life,” said Rybicka’s husband 
and partner in the coalition, 
Gaiy Oliver. 

“With that, she shut her 
eyes and died.” 

Oliver said the experience 
changed their lives. The pair 
founded the Polish charity 
shortly after, and has fund¬ 
ed 950 children since. They 
started Coalition for Kids In¬ 
ternational after moving to 
Halifax in 2007. 

Coalition for Kids Interna¬ 
tional will sponsor eight 


trips this year, up from four 
last year. The children are 
chosen based on the severi¬ 
ty of their illness. Those 
with the shortest time left 
move to the top of the list. 

“Their families are ex¬ 
tremely poor,” said Oliver. 
“Obviously this is the first 
time on an airplane for 
these kids, and that alone is 
a remarkable journey for 
them.”

Grand Pre hopes for UNESCO nod 

Three levels of government providing funding for world heritage site bid

Grand Pre moved a step 
closer in its bid to 
become Nova Scotia’s 
third UNESCO world her¬ 
itage site yesterday when 
the province kicked in 
more than a quarter of a 
million dollars. 

“What makes Grand Pre 
a challenge is that it’s a 
community that’s absent 
— the Acadian communi¬ 
ty,” said Victor Tetrault, ex¬ 


ecutive director of the So¬ 
ciete Promotion Grand-Pre. 

Acadians returned after 
the 1755 deportation, but 
resettled elsewhere as 
Grand Pre had been given 
away. 

“The beauty of a project 
like UNESCO is that it’s 
250 years later and every¬ 
body’s coming together. 
There’s no blame game go¬ 
ing on,” Tetrault said. 

Now that they’ve got the 
green light, they hope to 
have their presentation 
ready for UNESCO by 2011. 


“It becomes a passion for 
those involved. It’s a won¬ 
derful challenge and a joy.” 

In Dartmouth, Jean Leg- 
er, executive director of La 
Federation acadienne de la 
Nouvelle-Eccosse, said 
Grand Pre is “extremely 
important” for Acadians. 


“Grand Pre is a symbol 
of what happened to our 
people, but it is also a sym¬ 
bol of hope,” he said. The 
site represents the hard¬ 
ships Acadians suffered 
and their ability to over¬ 
come adversity. “It crystal¬ 
lizes that pride and the 


Acadian people in gener¬ 
al.” 

He added that winning 
the designation would 
mean a tourism boost for 
Nova Scotia. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald was in Grand Pre 
to announce the $280,000 
funding. The federal gov¬ 
ernment is contributing to 
the bid, as is the local mu¬ 
nicipality. Total financial 
support stands at $1.3 mil¬ 
lion. 

“We are optimistic that 
this community-driven 


project will successfully 
create a trio of world her¬ 
itage sites in Nova Scotia as 
it joins Lunenburg and Jog- 
gins fossil cliffs,” MacDon¬ 
ald said. “This project re¬ 
flects the values we share 
as Nova Scotians — our 
quality of life, the impor¬ 
tance of volunteers and 
the need for partnerships 
to keep our communities 
strong.” 

Nova Scotia is home to 
two UNESCO sites: Lunen¬ 
burg and the Joggins fossil 
cliffs.

Furey found a group of 
bloggers to represent dif¬ 
ferent types of students in 
an online debate. The 


blog collected nearly 
20,000 page hits between 
Jan. 22 and Feb. 10, the fi¬ 
nal day of voting. 

Voter turnout in last 
year’s election was about 
50.4 per cent. Other stu¬ 
dent election campaigns 
usually have a 12 to 14 
per cent voter turnout, ac¬ 
cording to Maclean’s On- 
Campus website. 

“The level of interest 
(from students) is mind- 
blowing,” said Furey. 

Sandy Macintosh and 
Sheryl MacAulay will take 
over as president and vice- 
president May 1.

Afghan war pushing army 
to the limit, general says

Canada’s army is being 
pushed to the limit by the 
strains of keeping a 2,700- 
strong military mission in 
Afghanistan and the force 
will need at least a year to 
recover once the troops re¬ 
turn on schedule in 2011, a 
top army commander said 
yesterday. 

Lt.-Gen. Andrew Leslie al¬ 
so told Reuters that he had 
heard nothing either offi¬ 
cially or unofficially to sub¬ 
stantiate media rumours 
that some of the troops 
would stay in Afghanistan 
after 2011. 

Canada has a regular 
army of just 22,000 soldiers 
with a similar-sized force of 
reserves, half of whom 


serve part-time. Leslie said 
men and equipment in 
Afghanistan were wearing 
out fast and likened his job 
to juggling a chain saw. 

“We are at the limit... we 
are now sending senior 
non-commissioned officers 
and officers back for their 
fourth tour,” he said during 
an interview at defence 
headquarters. 

“Our equipment is going 
to have to be reset, just like 
our soldiers have to be reset 


at a certain time.” 

Leslie said that once the 
troops had returned, it 
would take between 12 
and 16 months to restore 
the army’s full fighting ca¬ 
pability. 

Canada’s soldiers are 
based in the southern city 
of Kandahar, capital of a re¬ 
gion that is the heartland of 
the Taliban. There are clash¬ 
es with militants every day 
and so far 108 Canadian sol¬ 
diers have died. 


The mission comprises 
2,500 soldiers with 
around 200 personnel 
helping maintain a fleet 
of helicopters. 

Leslie said the demands 
on the army were far 
greater than just the 2,500 
troops in Afghanistan. The 
cycle of rotation meant that 
for every group in Kanda¬ 
har, there were 2,500 troops 
who had just left, 2,500 
who were waiting to deploy 
and 5,000 in various stages 
of training. 

“Just about eveiy soldier 
in the army, in one way, 
shape or form, is intimately 
involved in the Afghan mis¬ 
sion,” he said.

U.S. president's visit unlikely to stir up controversy

ne of the more 
saucy stories 
from the annals

world stage. As an architect 
of the Vietnam war, he 
might have known all about 
the pitfalls of being naive.

Vietnam and Iraq were 
two wars which made rela¬ 
tions between presidents 
and prime ministers diffi¬ 
cult at best. U.S. President 
Barack Obama’s visit here 
Thursday provides an op¬ 
portunity to set aside differ¬ 
ences and re-establish har¬ 
mony between the two 
countries. 

Canadians at this point 
see eye to eye with the new 
American president more so 
than with their own leader, 
Stephen Harper. The Con¬ 
servative PM will be sure 
to bear this in mind. He 
has just had to bring in a 
liberal budget. Now he’s 
going to have to all but 
fall at the feet of a liber¬ 
al president. To do oth¬ 
erwise would hardly 
benefit his public 
standing. 

That means you 


won’t see any big disagree¬ 
ments between the U.S. pres¬ 
ident and the prime minis¬ 
ter Thursday in what will be 
a short, businesslike meet¬ 
ing. On the economy, on en¬ 
ergy, on the environment 
and on Afghanistan, there is 
plenty of room for discord. 
In terms of the chemistiy be¬ 
tween the two men, all is 
not the most promising ei¬ 
ther. One is dour and conser¬ 
vative. The other is eloquent 
and liberal. 

But the times and circum¬ 
stance require they find 
common ground. And so 
they will — at least for the 
time being. More awkward 
moments for the prime 
minister will be certain to 
come. One will be when lib¬ 
eral soulmate Michael Ig- 
natieff, who has close con¬ 
tacts in the Obama camp, 
travels to Washington later 
this year for a lengthy and 
most friendly get-together.

Ducks just tip of toxic tailings iceberg 


Between the time you read this and 
Syncrude’s court date March 25, oilsands 
companies will have produced another 
2,952 Olympic-sized swimming pools of 
liquid waste. 



The recent decision by the 
governments of Canada and 
Alberta to charge Syncrude 
for the death of 500 water- 
fowl on a tailings pond con¬ 
firms the seriousness of the 
environmental challenges 
facing the oilsands. 

Sadly, the ducks are just 
one of a litany of growing en¬ 
vironmental problems. In 
many ways, the heated de¬ 
bate about the magnitude of 
potential fines faced by Syn¬ 
crude and ways to stop birds 
from landing in toxic waste is 
clouding a much more im¬ 
portant issue — the absence 
of solutions to deal with the 
tailings ponds themselves. 

Tailings ponds include left¬ 
over bitumen, diluents such 


as naphtha, and toxins in¬ 
cluding naphthenic acids, 
phenolic compounds and 
ammonia. The oilsands in¬ 
dustry produces tailings at a 
staggering rate. Between the 
time you read this and Syn¬ 
crude’s court date March 25, 
oilsands companies will have 
produced another 2,952 
Olympic-sized swimming 
pools of liquid waste. This 
means eveiyday another 82 
Olympic pools of toxic tail¬ 
ings are created. 

More alarmingly, a recent 
report using industry data cal¬ 
culated more than four swim¬ 
ming pools of toxic tailings 
leak from the ponds into 
groundwater and the Atha¬ 
basca River every day. Govern¬ 
ment cannot or will not re¬ 
lease actual seepage data. 

Tailings lakes already cover 
130 square kilometres of 
northern Alberta, an area 
larger than the city of Van¬ 


couver. These should not 
have been allowed to expand 
before industry demonstrat¬ 
ed it could clean up the mess. 

Last week, the Alberta En¬ 
ergy Resources and Conserva¬ 
tion Board released a direc¬ 
tive that acknowledged oper¬ 
ators have failed to properly 
reclaim 40 years of toxic tail¬ 
ings waste. Time will tell if 
the days of voluntary man¬ 
agement are over. 

If Canada and Alberta are 
serious about dealing with 
this toxic liability, we need to 
prohibit the creation of new 
tailings ponds and halt new 
project approvals until com¬ 
panies with existing oilsands 


projects can demonstrate 
ways to extract bitumen 
without this harmful byprod¬ 
uct. 

Government must decide 
if charging Syncrude is about 
creating the illusion of action 
for the benefit of U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, or if 
they really want to reform 
the way oilsands are devel¬ 
oped. Shedding the dead 
ducks image and dirty oil tag 
will require serious changes, 
not just Band-Aid remedies.

Canadian factory sales in steep fall 


manufacturing The value 
of Canadian manufactur¬ 
ing shipments plummeted 
a record eight per cent in 
December from November 
in yet another stark sign of 
how the global crisis is bat¬ 
tering Canada. 

The drop — the fifth 
consecutive month-on- 
month decrease — was far 
steeper than the 5.3 per 


cent fall predicted by ana¬ 
lysts and was the worst 
since Statistics Canada 
adopted its current 
method of calculating the 
data in January 1992. 

Statistics Canada said 
just over half of Decem¬ 
ber’s drop reflected price 
declines. Constant dollar 
manufacturing sales, 
which are measured in 


2002 prices, fell 4.4 per 
cent from November to 
their lowest level since No¬ 
vember 1998. 

In December, 20 of the 
21 manufacturing indus¬ 
tries recorded declines. 
New orders fell a record 
12.9 per cent while the in- 
ventory-to-sales ratio hit 
1.50, a level not seen since

Lemieux relishing comeback

More than once in his ca¬ 
reer, Claude Lemieux has 
proven to be a 
renaissance man. 

But few could have 
imagined he’d reinvent 
himself again as a National 
Hockey League player at 
age 43 and having been 
away from the game for 
more than five years. 

After playing for parts of 
20 years in the NHL before 
retiring after the 2002-03 
season with Dallas, 
Lemieux made his return 
in January after the San 
Jose Sharks signed him to 
a contract. 

The Sharks had signed 
him to a minor-league 
contract in November 
with their American Hock¬ 
ey League team in Worces¬ 
ter, Mass., following a 
stint with two teams the 
Sharks own and operate 
in Asia. 

Lemieux made the 
comeback feeling he still 
had something to con¬ 
tribute to the game, and to 
show a side of him to his 
two kids from his second 
marriage who really 
hadn’t seen him play be¬ 
fore. 

Though Lemieux is play- 



ular season. He is also one 
of only four players to win 
Stanley Cups with three 
different teams. 

In 1995, he was awarded 
the Conn Smythe Trophy 
as the most valuable play¬ 
er in the playoffs. 

He is also known for a 
controversial hit in the 
1996 playoffs on Detroit’s 
Kris Draper, who required 
major surgery after crash¬ 
ing face-first into the 
boards. 

The Red Wings exacted 
revenge on Lemieux in De¬ 
troit in a regular-season 
game the next season. 

When apprised of 
Lemieux’s comeback, 
Draper told the Detroit 
News he wished him luck. 
Draper also said he has put 
the hit in the past. 

Lemieux will face Drap¬ 
er for the first time since 
his return when the 
Sharks play in Detroit lat¬ 
er this month in a game 
featuring the top two 
teams in the Western Con¬ 
ference. 

“I don’t think it would 
serve a good purpose to 
try to fuel the fire or stir 
things up,” Lemieux said. 
“I always said, I never 
hit Kris Draper. 

“I hit a player that 
was there. I never went 
after him.”

Most people tune into the 
Academy Awards for the 
glitz, glamour and the best 
picture trophy, but for mu¬ 
sic lovers the real show is 
all about best original 
song. 

This year’s battle for Os¬ 
car is a little less fierce 
than in past years — two 
songs penned by Indian- 
born songwriter A.R. Rah¬ 
man for Slumdog million¬ 
aire are up against a tune 
by Peter Gabriel from Wall- 
E — but the songs might 
be the most interesting to 
vie for the prize yet.

Turkey Cobb 
Salad Sandwiches 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/4 cup (50 ml) non-fat 
mayonnaise 
1/4 cup (50 ml) blue 
cheese, crumbled 

2 tbsp (25 ml) snipped 
fresh chives 

4 slices lean bacon 
1 small avocado 
8 slices multigrain or sour¬ 
dough bread, toasted 
4 oz (125 g) watercress, 
tough stems trimmed 
3/4 lb (375 g) fresh-roasted 
turkey breast slices 

3 medium tomatoes, 
sliced 

4 scallions, thinly sliced 

METHOD: 

1. Combine mayonnaise, 
blue cheese, and chives in 
small bowl. 


2. Cook bacon in medium 
skillet over medium-high 
heat until crisp. Transfer 
to paper towels to drain, 
then tear into small 
pieces. Pit, peel, and thinly 
slice avocado. 

3. Spread blue cheese mix¬ 
ture evenly on bread. Lay¬ 
er 4 slices with watercress, 
turkey, tomatoes, 
scallions, avocado, and ba¬ 
con. Top with remaining 
bread, and cut sandwiches 
diagonally in half.
